Quartermaster of the Luftwaffe, was executed 
| because of a breakdown in aircraft production, 
| says the British United Press. 

Udet’s death was reported from Berlin on November 18, 
1941. It was stated that he was killed while experimenting 
with secret weapons. 

But, says B.U.P., this is the true story. 

Udet, who had been a heavy drinker for years, had charge of 
| all supplies of material required for planes. 

Last summer he orders for the delivery of larg 
quantities of metal for aircraft bodies. Later it was discovered th 
the material was faulty 

By that time production was in full swing. Many planes 
crashed in test flights. Many others broke up in the air. 

An investigation was ordered. Soon afterwards Udet’s death 
was announced.

HIS is the story of a 

German town. It 

would be a town 

much like Wolver- 

hampton, Notting- 
ham or any similar English 
industrial community. It is the 
story of a town of ordinary 
hard-working people, people 
who once believed that their 
Fuehrer was the god he 
claimed to be, people who 
believed him when he raved 
about Germany’s invincibility, 
people who believed that they 
were winning the war, who 
were hoping and planning for 
a prosperous future. ... 

The information from which I 
have drawn this picture of a Ger- 
man town in the last days of 1941 
has come to me through under- 
ground channels I cannot here 
disclose. It is not my story. it 
has been written by the people of 
that town themselves, told in 
letters smuggled out of Germany 
to more fortunate friends in other 
lands 

Picture then an industrial 
Rhineland town in the early days 
of last November. The winter 
wind. keen as a blade, is driving 
the first snow along the streets 
in little eddies and swirls as the 
workers stream out of the fac- 
tories. 


Fabric Rubbish 


They turn up the collars of 
threadbare coats and trot along 
tł pavements to keep warm. 
True, there is work for all, but 
wages are low, taxes are high, and 
ach, even if one has money, there 
is nothing on which to spend it 
Everything is ersatz. Better to 
hang on to one’s old overcoat, 
however shabby, rather than 
waste marks on wood-pulp fabric 
rubbish. 

There are no young men to be 
seen. They are all at the front, 
fighting for the Fatherland—Heil 
Hitler! The workers are all 
women, girls and old men. They 


are fogging home through the 
freezing, snow-powdered streets 
to cheerless homes. There is no 


coal to spare for heating. But 
hasn't the Fuehrer told them 
they should be proud to shiver for 
Germany! There isn’t much food 
in most homes, either—the last 
meat ration went astray. and so 
did the one before that....but 
a good German should be proud 
to tighten his belt for the sake of 
the Fatherland! 

And true enough, these people 
do look happy. You can sense an 
atmosphere of excited anticipa- 
tion throughout the whole town. 
It has been growing for weeks. 
For the first time since those 
joyous days that followed the fall 
of France the people of this 
Rhineland town are light-hearted 
and gay 

Why not, indeed! Is not the 
end of this wretched war in sight 
at last? The Russian dogs are on 
the run, fleeing for their lives 
before the all-conquering German 
armies. The Fuehrer is to eat his 
Christmas dinner in the Kremlin. 
A victorious end to the campaign 
is assured, Letters from husbands. 
sons and sweethearts. advancing 
through Russia, all bring the same 
glad news.

able to waste on human wrecks 
without the strength to fight. The 
order was to dump them in their 
home towns and allow them to 
recover in the care of their 
families. It saved the State 
money and it saved valuable space 
in hospitals, already taxed to 
capacity with more serious cases. 

The men themselves were too 
sick and weary to complain They 
were glad to be out of the war for 
a brief spell, and as they were 
dumped in their home towns they 
stumbled off along the dark 
streets as best they could. 

Those too exhausted to carry on 
after their journey dozed on rail- 
way station benches, more com- 
fortable, after all, than they had 
been during those cruel weeks 
while they ran from Rostov to 
Taganrog, from Taganrog to 
Mariopul, and during the weary 
journey via Odessa, through 
Rumania, Hungary and Austria to 
their homes. 

What could this defeated, dis- 
abled, war-weary Nazi soldier iell 
his family?

BECAUSE of the scarcity of labour 
the Building and Civil Engineering 
(Restriction on Transfer) Order, 
1941, has been made. It is essential 
now that Employment Exchanges 
should know whenever a building 
worker is leaving his employer. 


Every building worker must 
now report on the day of leaving 
his employment (or the day after) 
to an Employment Exchange. If he 
intends to report at an Exchange 
other than the one nearest his pre- 
sent job he must tell his employer. 

Persons employed as managers, 
as salesmen or clerks (other than 
costing clerks, progress clerks or 
draughtsmen) or in domestic ser- 
vice, are exempted from this rule. 


Local Builder's are reminded shar an 
employer employing a total of not more than 
20 foremen, craftsmen and labourers may 
transfer men within 10 miles of his head office 
without permission only until January 31st, 
1942.

—Hitler’s personal and hand- 
picked bodyguard — who have 
been drafted into the most in- 


famous secret “police force that 
ever held a nation under its ruth- 
less control. 

These open—nay, these ostenta- 
tious—preparations to quell any 
possible civilian uprising or to 
smash any military rebelion 
against the Fuehrer—have fol- 
lowed hard upon Hitler’s assump- 
tion of supreme command in the 
field and the sacking of his prin- 
cipal generals 

Meanwhile the German people, 
profoundly distrustful of Goeb- 
bels’ propaganda machine, 1S 
gradually apprehending the truth 
about the situation on the Rus- 
sian front. They are coming to 
know that German casualties 
have been frightfully heavier 
than Hitler admitted 

They begin to fear that the so- 
called withdrawal to better 
defence lines is degenerating all 
along the front to something very 
like a rout. 

And, on the top of all this, they 
learn—for even Goebbels couid 
not hide that from them—of 
America’s gigantic armaments 
programme and of her resolve to 
assemble great forces here in 
Britain. not to defend us against 
invasion, but to invade Germany 
when the time is ripe.
